NLRBRULINGHIT 
ATE. SIDE UNION 
LEADERS’ POWER 


A recent decision by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board in 
an East Side case has struck a 
heavy blow at the power long 
held by the heads of certain 
East Side craft unions over union 
members, the Post-Dispatch was 
told today. 


The decision handed down in 
Washington last June 30, affects 
Local 363, of the AFL-CIO 
Boilermakers Union; its business 
agent, Lawrence F. Dunn; the in- 
ternational union, and 12 con- 
struction firms doing business 
in Southern Illinois. 


In effect, the decision knocks 
out a hiring hall system long in 
vogue in the area. Under the 
system a building tradesman 
could get a job only through re- 
ferral by the union business 
agent. 

The case arose when three dis- 
sident members of Local 363 
sought work on a_ construction 
project being built by the Fluor 
Corp., Ltd. They were turned 
down because they had not been 
referred by Local 363. 

The company was acting under 
an agreement which specified 
that the contractor would hire 
only Boilermakers furnished by 
the Union. 

One Exception. 

The only exception permitted 
was that if the union did not 
furnish the men needed within 
48 hours, the contractor could 
obtain them elsewhere.

In ruling that the 1955 agree- 
ment violated the National Labor 
Relations Act, the NLRB found 
that it failed to contain three 
safeguards essential to any ex- 
clusive hiring hall agreement. 
These safeguards were listed as: 

1. The selection of employes 
must not be based on or af- 
fected by union membership. 

2. The employer must have 
the right to reject ‘any job ap- 
plicant referred by the union. 

3. All provisions relating to the 
hiring arrangerrent, including 
the three safeguards, must be 
posted in appropriate places. 

The Fluor Corp. and the un- 
ion were ordered to make good 
to the three complainants any 
loss of wages they may have 
suffered by reason’ of the acts 
complained of and to post the 
decision in a conspicuous place 
in their offices. 


They also were ordered to 
drop the hiring agreement unless 
supplemented by the three safe- 
guards. 

Refunds Ordered. 

In addition, the union and the 
12 companies were ordered to 
refund to employes hired under 
the agreement all illegally ex- 
acted union dues and initiation 
fees paid from a period of six 
months before the filing of the

unfair labor practice charges un- 
til the date of the decision. 


It was pointed out in a con- 
curring opinion by NLRB Mem- 
ber Joseph Alton Jenkins that | 
the safeguards are directed to- 
ward assuring job applicants | 
that théy do not need to be un- | 
ion members in order to get jobs | 
through the union hiring hall.

The Supreme Court quoted a 
United States. Supreme Court 
finding ‘that obscenity is not 
within the area of constitutional- 
ly protected speech or press.” 

The dealers argued that if the 
magazines were obscene - the 
state should have filed criminal 
charges after the publications 
were sold. 

The Supreme Court found that 
“if obscenity is as destructive 
and weakening to the moral fi- 
ber as the federal and state gov- 
ernments have always consid- 
ered it, then its dissemination 
should be prevented just as cer- 
tainly as the spread of disease 
germs should be curbed among 
the members of a community... 

“Obviously, a state government 
does not have to permit the 
homes of its citizens to be de- 
stroyed by fire when the arson 
can be reasonably prevented.” 

The court admitted “‘it is im- 
possible to adequately describe 
these exhibits and quite unnec- 
essary. It is sufficient to say of 
them generally that they consist 
of pictures of young women, 
naked or nearly so, in suggestive 
and provocative poses with em- 
phasis on bust development and 
lustful entreaty.” 

The court noted that some of 
the publications attempted to in- 
dicate that they were being pub- 
lished for artists and photogra- 
phers “or for some legitimate 
purpose and restricted use.” 

“No one can seriously contend 
that any great work of art, liter- 
ature, ideas or information will 
be lost to the world if these pub- 
lications are not disseminated,’ 
the court concluded. 

The Supreme Court upheld a 
St. Louis county Circuit Court 
ruling in favor of 31 property 
owners.in the 7000-7200 block of 
West Florissant avenue.

KASSEM KEEPS REDS OUT 
OF ENLARGED IRAQ CABINET 


BEIRUT, Lebanon, July 14 
(AP)-Premier Abdel Karim Kas- 
sem of Iraq today swore in an 
enlarged cabinet that shuts out 
known Communists. The move, 
which appeared to be a slap at 
the powerful Iraqi Communist 
party, came as Iraq began a 
week-long celebration of its first 
anniversary as a republic. 

Kassem included in his cabi- 
net ones known fellow traveler— 
Dr. Naziha Duleimi, president of 
the .Red-dominated League for 
Defense of Women’s Rights. Her 
appointment as Minister of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs looked like the 
sugar coating on a bitter pill for 
the Communists, who wanted 
open representatives of the party 
in the government. 

Flags festooned Baghdad in 
honor of the anniversary of the 
bloody coup which swept aside 
the Hashemite monarchy and 
brought Kassem to power. Dele- 
gations were here from Soviet 
bloc: countries and Western- na- 
tions, including the United States. 
Russian and Communist Chinese 
newspapers hailed the anniver- 
sary. 


IMPROVED BOMARC MISSILE 
TEST FIRED BY AIR FORCE 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
July 14 (UPI)—The Air Force 
fired a model B Bomarc today in 
a new test of the interceptor mis- 
sile. 

It was the second trial of the 
improved Bomarc, first success- 
fully tested last may. In case of 
attack, the new Bomarc is de- 
signed to destroy enemy bombers 
as far as 400 miles away. it is 
capable of carrying a hydrogen 
warhead. 

Today’s test was to check im- 
proved propulsion and flight con-

Pacts with Canada, West 
Germany, the Netherlands and 
Turkey go ‘into effect July 26, 
and one with Greece Aug. 11. 

Of all the agreements, the one 
with Britain is the most sweep- 
ing. It provides for an exchange 
of secret design information and 


materials for the fabricating of | 


atomic weapons. The agreement 
with France, the most limited in 
scope, provides only for the 
transfer of enriched uranium to 
fuel a land-based prototype pow- 
er plant for an atomic sub- 
marine. 

The agreements with the five 
other allies call for the transfer 
of secret information on the ef- 
fects of nuclear weapons, their 
general dimensions and non-nu- 
clear parts of atomic weapons 
delivery systems. No informa- 
tion is to be provided that would 
materially assist the nations in 
the development or manufacture 
of atomic warheads.

The agreements have provoked 
criticism from some members of 
Congress, such as Senator Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey (Dem.), Min-

to Be Launched

NEW YORK, July 14 — At 
3:30 p.m. July 21—A strange ship 
with a strange history will drop 
its prosaic designation as Hull 
529 and become the N.S. Sayan- 
neh. 

It will be the first commercial 
ship in the world powered by 
atomic energy and listed in the 
world’s maritime rosters as N. Ss. 
~—for nuclear ship. 


The transition from @ number 
to a name will be official when 
Mrs. Dwight \D,, Eisenhower 
christens the $40,000,000 vessel 
and sends it.down the ways of 
the New York Shipbuilding Corp. 
into the Delaware river at Cam- 
den, N.J. 


It has taken only.about 14 
months to construct the Savan- 
nah. But years of negotiation, 
legislative conflict and planning 
preceded the keel-laying on May 
22, 1958. 

Months, possibly as many as 
24, lie ahead before the unusual 
craft heads for the far sea lanes 
with cargo and passengers. 

Work on both the reactor and 
the ship will be resumed as soon 
as it is drawn back to dockside 
after the launching: It will prob- 
ably be well into the spring of 
1960 before the reactor’s fuel 
core is placed. A long series of 
dock and seat tests are sched- 
uled before it takes its first 
cargo. There will be additional 
operational requirements before 
the first passenger is admitted. 

The 595-foot combination 
freighter-liner will have accom- 
modations for 60 passengers. Its 
cargo capacity is rated at 9990 
tons. 

Turbines, driven by steam de- 
livered by the pressurized water 
reactor, will develop 20,000 nor- 
mal shaft horsepower, giving the 


ship a speed of between 20 and 
21 knots. 

The two prime contractors are 
the Maritime Administration of 
the Department of Commerce 
and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. The reactor is being. built 
and installed by the. Babcock & 
Wilcox Co. The turbines are 
Delaval. George G, Sharp, Inc., 
of New York, designed the ship. 
Walter Kidde Nuclear Labora- 
tories developed the secondary 
shielding. 

Scores of secondary contrac- 
tors furnished machinery, cast- 
ings, pumps and other equip- 
‘ment. An impressive team of ex- 
perts in federal agencies and pri- 
vate industry furnished brains 
and technique. 

Two men have had primary re- 
sponsibility in keeping the Savan- 
nah project on schedule. They 
are Clarence G. Morse, head of 
the Maritime Administration, and 
Richard P. Godwin, chief of the 
nuclear projects office, which 
was set up within the Maritime 
Administratibn. 

Nursing the project through 
one critical stage after another 
has not been easy. Conflicts in 
authority between agencies, the 
direct interest of the White 
House, where the idea for an 
atomic merchant ship originated, 
and the concern of many mem- 
bers of Congress in the design 
and construction—all have com- 
pounded the difficulties inherent 
in an enterprise of this kind. 

Morse, a former admiralty 
lawyer from San Francisco, was 


| general counsel of the Maritime 


| Administration when the atomic 


ship idea first began to grow 
five years ago. He is confident 
that the ship will do what it is 
supposed to do. 


This objective is to provide 
operating experience, as a first- 
generation vessel, on which the 
second-and third-generation atom- 
ic merchant ships will be based. 


Recently V. Adm, Hyman G. 
Rickover, the Navy’s top expert 
on atomic ships, was asked how 
he viewed the near future of 
atomic propulsion for commer- 
cial vessels,

To Morse this is not the point. 
No one contends that the Savan- 
nah will be anything but an ex- 
pensive experiment, or denies 
that it will be some time before 
such a ship will be feasible eco- 
nomically. 


As Morse points out, the pro- 
ject is at just about the point that 
John Watt was when he was 
“fooling around with a tea ket- 
tle.” Future generations of 
atomic ships will make the N. S. 
Savannah ‘‘seem as quaint as the 
old steamship Savannah back in 
1819,” he declares. 


The ancient precursor of the 
age of steam was impractical be- 
cause the use of salt water ruined 
its boilers. But years later the 
development. of the condenser 
made it possible to create fresh 
water out of sea water, and the 
application of genius and hard 
work will make the atomic re- 
actor practical in time, Morse 
believes. 


According to Harborough I. 
Lill, project engineer on the Sa- 
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vannah, ways of making a sec- 
ond Savannah a more competi- 
tive ship have already been 
found, before the operation have 
even started.

Geneva Diplomacy Like Old Parlor 
Game of, 20 Quiestions’ — Gromyko 
Refuses to Say Anything in Simple 
Terms—Philosophies Differ.

opERN DIPLOMACY, Geneva style, is. beginning to re 
semble the old parlor game of ‘20 questions.” 

That is to say, the Russians make a statement, whieh 
is followed by 20 questions from the Américans, the British and 
the French on what the statement means. This is then followed 
by a mystifying clarification from the Russians, and the process 


starts all over again. 

Even when Andrei Gromyko 
said yesterday, in a truly mem- 
orable phrase, that “every cloud 
has a’silver lining,” it proved to 
be impossible to get an agree- 
ment on what was the cloud and 
what was: the silver lining. 


His point was that the three 
weeks recess in the Foreign 
Ministers Conference here had 
enabled everybody to think more 
clearly about the Berlin problem 
and come out with a more pre- 
cise understanding of what 
everybody. wanted, but after in- 
numerable questions, everybody 
was still as confused as ever 
about what Moscow’s policy on 
Berlin really was. 

Can’t Get Simple Statement. 


The problem is not only the 
difficulty of talking in different 
languages, but of different phi- 
losophies. It is that words are 
being used for the specific pur- 
pose of avoiding ugambiguous 
agreements. 

All the western powers want 
Gromyko to say here: is really 
something very simple, namely, 
that if no agreement is reached 
on Berlin and Germany within 
18 months, all the West’s legal 
rights in that country will re- 
main as before. 


Gromyko implies that he is 
saying this. He asks why the 
western powers think he is not 
saying this. He wonders why the 
western powers accuse the Rus- 
sians of wariting to do what they 
like on their own in Berlin after 
the 18-month period when he is 
specifically’ proposing a foreign 
ministers meeting after the 18- 
month period. But he doesn’t 
say the simple thing simply. So 
the ‘question game goes on. 

Atomic Complications. 

In the other conference going 
on in Geneva—the atomic test 
bar conference—the problem of 
reaching an understanding is 
further complicated. by the com- 
plexity of the subject itself, 

In fact, atomic diplomacy, 
part higher mathematics, part 
physics, part electronics,. part 
sorcery, has become so abstruse 
that even the people who. have 
to make the final decisions on 
issues that could affect. the se- 
curity of the world can scarcely 
be expected to understand what 
they mean. |

“the technical working group on 
the discontinuance ef nuclear 
weapons tests’—never used a 
simple word when three 75-cent 
words are available.

mated distance of about 300,000 
kilometers when. the’ explosion 
is unshielded; the distance could 
be reduced by one order of mag- 
nitude when the explosion is 
shielded in a manner that would 
increase the total weight of the 
device by several times. 


“‘The number of counters nec- 
essary for recording would be 
lower if the satellites were lo- 
cated outside the inner radiation 
belt of the earth and greater if 
the satellites were located’ with- 
in the innef radiation belt. The 
counters must be separated by a 
sufficient distance to avoid sig- 
nals due to cosmic ray showers. 


“It is technically feasible by 
means of Simple electron coun- 
ters to detect the electrons 
trapped in the earth’s magnetic 
field and resulting from a one- 
kiloton nuclear explosion occur- 
ring between approximately 70 
degrees north and 70 degrees 
south magnetic latitude and at 
altitudes from 100 to 700 kilo- 
meters, depending on the longi- 
tude, up to an altitude of 20,000 
kilometers. Outside this special 
region, the capabilities of this 
method decrease very rapidly.”

Airport Cab Costs 

We would like to inform Reader 
Robert Taylor that in the trans- 
portation office at Lambert Field, 
in plain view of the public is a sign 
giving the approximate meter rates 
.to various destinations within the 
Greater St. Louis area, which reads 
as follows: 


Approximate meter rates from 
airport—Downtown $4.15, Midtown 
$3.75, West End hotels $3.35, Clay- 
ton $2.75, Maplewood $3.45, Web- 
ster Groves, $3.95, Kirkwood $4.15, 
Ladue $2.75, University City $2.45, 
St. Charles $2.55, Alton $5.65, 
Granite City $4.25, Belleville $8.85; 
Extra Passengers 25 cents, Airport 
Service Charge 25 cents, 25 cents 
per mile, Light mileage 10 cents 
per mile beyond 25-mile radius. 

Mr. Taylor is also uninformed as 
to other cab companies not charg- 
ing for extra passengers. There is 
a charge of 10 cents for each extra 
passenger. Considering that the air- 
port cabs are not permitted to pick 
up passengers on their return to the 
airport and the return is non-reve- 
nue-producing, the charge of 25 
cents for extra passengers is not 
excessive. 


The airport service charge is not 
revenue to the cab campanies but 
goes into the coffers of the City 
of St. Louis.

Radda the Biske levee 


The bitter dispute between Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Paul Butler and Democratic 
leaders in Congress involves’the charge that 
the party record so far is too limited and un- 
progressive to carry out party promises or to 
appeal to voters. What are the facts behind 
the conflict? 

Last December the Democratic National 
Committee’s Advisory Council recommended 
a strong liberal legislative program. The 
council estimated that, with 2-to-1 majorities 
in Senate and House, “it should now be pos- 
sible to enact desirable legislation that the 
Administration has previously defeated.” Here 
is how some of this legislation now stands: 

Housing: The Advisory Council proposed a 
“significantly larger” slum clearance program. 
Both Senate and House approved a larger 
program but the party leaders from Texas, 
Senator Johnson and Speaker Rayburn, held 
out for a moderate bill in conference to avoid 
a veto. President Eisenhower vetoed their 
bill anyway. 

Airports: The council favored last year’s 
more generous aid-to-aviation bill which the 
President vetoed. This year, Senate and 
House passed expanded airport grants but to 
avoid a veto the Democratic leaders decided 
merely to extend the present program. 

Atomic power: “Rapid development” of nu- 
clear power facilities was on the Advisory 
Council’s bill of particulars but congressional 
—" expect to postpone the issue until 


Depressed areas: The Senate has approved 
a plan similar to the $280,000,000 program of 
grants and loans for areas with chronic un- 
employment which Mr. Eisenhower vetoed 
last year. The measure lies buried in the 
House Rules Committee, with little prospect 
for passage. 


Labor reform: In general the Advisory 
Council approved the. Kennedy bill which 
again has passed the Senate, this time 
somewhat strengthened. It faces an uncertain 
future in the House. : 


Aid to education: Both federal scholarships 
and school construction aid won the Advisory 
Council’s support. No scholarship plan is 
under consideration and:a bill to promote 
school construction is stuck in the House Rules 
Committee. 


Civil rights: The Advisory Council urged a 
strong rights measure including Section III 
(which was knocked out of the 1957 Act) giv- 
ing the Attorney General power to initiate 
civil injunction suits. But Senator Johnson 
has proposed a much milder “conciliatory” 
approach and a strong bill is unlikely. 

This record demonstrates that the “clear 
and comprehensive” program of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee’s Advisory Council 
has, for the most part, met confusion, defeat 
or dilution from Democratic congressional 
leaders. That is precisely Paul Butler's 
complaint. 


Corn Silks vs. Tobacco 


Many a man who today sucks on a briar 
pipe, draws on a fat Havana cigar or inhales 
a filtertipped cigarette took his first lessons 
in the art of smoking down on the farm. 
In all probability it was not tobacco but some 
substance of vegetable origin on which he 
practiced. 

First place went to corn silks, those delicate 
fibers at the end of an ear of corn which 
smoked so fragrantly and so swiftly when prop- 
erly dried. The catalpa’s long beanlike pod 
could be transformed into a splendid cheroot. 
The ripened florets of timothy and redtop 
gathered from around the hay loft didn’t 
make so much smoke but were even more fra- 
grant. There also were the leaves of sweet 
fern, mullen; penny-royal and blue gum which 
could be counted upon to yield a pleasant 
aromatic smoke. Occasionally some weed or 
leaf was stumbled upon which gave off fumes 
as acrid as those of any Trichinopoly cigar. 
But all that mattered was that the appearance, 
at least, of smoking was apparent. Tobaccoless 
it was, but there was more than aroma in 
the rural smoke. | 

And now the wheel has come full turn. The 
latest development in the cigarette-health con- 
troversy appears to be the tobaccoless ciga- 
rette. It is the Vanguard which is said to 
look, smell and smoke like a regular cigarette 
despite the fact it has only a vegetable fiber 
content. Senator Neuberger says smoking is 
largely a nervous habit and that this vegetable 
fiber smoke could revolutionize the cigarette 
industry. 

We don’t much care if it does. We might 
even try a package of Vanguards just for the 
sake of being bucolic once more. 


The TVA Financing Bills 


The Senate and House bills on self-financing 
for TVA which now go to a conference com- 
mittee of the two chambers represent Con- 
gress’s best effort in four years to make fis- 
cal sense with respect to that agency. At 
the same time, it is not so good an effort as it 
should be. It goes beyond the legitimate pur- 
pose of maintaining congressional controls. 
Some of its provisions are the result of the 
year-in, year-out efforts by TVA’s enemies 
lh ma 3 and harass it and to drive it into 
unsound business practices which may defeat 
its public purposes. 

The boundaries set to TVA’s service area 
in. the Senate bill, for example, are too rigid 
—they are not practical, but punitive. If 
they stand, some communities which have 
sacrificed to make the TVA dams possible will 
be prevented from benefitting from the low- 
cost power those dams produce. Roughly, 
TVA power service would be restricted to not 
more than five miles from points already 
served. The House bill,,.which makes expan- 
sion of the service area subject to congres- 
sional approval; is much to be preferred, and 
we hope the conferees accept it. 

The bills as they stand are similarly defec- 
tive in subordinating somtme of the managerial 
responsibilities of the TVA Board of Direc- 
tors to the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
Secretary must be asked to approve the inter- 
est rates and the time of issuance of bonds. 

If he does not agree on terms and timing, 
the Secretary must buy the bonds up to $150,- 
000,000 in any one year, and only after the 
passage of eight months may TVA issue bonds 
as originally planned, using proceeds to re- 
pay the Treasury. This procedure is cum- 
bersome and circuitous, it makes the opera- 
tion needlessly complicated, and it could not 
but impair efficiency in the generation and 
transmission of power and throw a monkey 
wrench into the orderly marketing of the se- 
curities at the most favorable price. 

In setting up this complicated machinery,

Congress was seeking a substitute for the Ad- 
ministration plan of chaining TVA self- 
financing to the Bureau of the Budget. That 
would be even worse. TVA directors bear the 
responsibility, and should also have the au- 
thority, to maintain the efficiency and ade- 
quacy of its power operations. 

TVA has won the admiration of the world 
because of its freedom from the very kind of 
red tape Congress is now on the verge of de- 
manding. Private power companies would 
not want their businesses tun that way, and 
Congress will be sadly misled if it requires 
TVA to be run that way either. 


Toward Fairer County Taxes 


We cannot agree with County Council Chair- 
man Dunne that new property valuations 
growing out of the parcel-by-parcel reassess- 
ment should be put on the tax rolls only 
when the work is completed in the whole 
county. ; 

The reassessment job now is being handled 
a school district at a time for administra- 
tive convenience. As soon as a complete 
school district has been reassessed, the new 
valuations are put on the books. The Clayton 
district's reassessment was finished and made 
effective last year. Six others are scheduled 
to go into effect this year. They are River- 
view Gardens, Ferguson-Florissant, Berke- 
ley and Jennings—all in the north county 
area that turned in such majorities for Mr. 
Dunne’s party last November—and in Mehl- 
ville and Valley Park. : 


Councilman Dunne’ erroneously assumes 
that everybody in the affected districts would 
suffer an upward revision in assessments. On 
that false premise he argues that it would be 
unfair and discriminatory to those people to 
force theni to pay higher taxes while those 
in the remaining districts are unmolested by 
the collector. 


Some assessments would rise, but only 
those of taxpayers whose homes have been 
undervalued for years. Why should this 
group be permitted to continue riding at half 
fare (or less) at the expense of those within 
the affected districts and those without who 
have been paying their fair share of county 
costs all along? 


Apart from this basic consideration, there 
is the practical matter that school boards and 
other taxing bodies in the affected districts 
already have set tax levies in anticipation of 
the new assessment bases. In Ferguson- 
Florissant, for example, the new school levy 
is 25 cents less than last year. Any tamper- 
ing with the anticipated base as suggested by 
Mr. Dunne would create the need for a higher 
tax rate. And that in turn would force the 
board to call a special election involving the 
possibility of a defeat that would short-change 
the children. 


Equity and practicality and the overriding 
need to make county taxes as fair as possible 
as soon as possible argue for putting the new 
Valuations on the books as quickly as they 
have been completed. 


They Endangered Many Lives 


Some of the worst traits in human nature 
were brought to the surface by the struggling 
crowd of 50,000 thrill-seekers who swarmed 
over New York’s Idlewild airport Saturday 
night. They were curious about what would 
happen to the 113 persons on a crippled Pan 
American airliner that was preparing for a 
dangerous emergency landing. 


Automobiles blocked roads that fire ap- 
paratus sought to use. The curious spilled 
out over the landing field. Thousands lined 
the runway on which foam had been spread. 


It was miraculous that the pilot was able to 
keep his 125-ton craft, landing at a speed of 
at least 100 miles an Hour, from skidding into 
the crowd. We do not blame him for being 
bitter about this extra hazard that was added 
to his dangerous duty. The Federal Aviation 
Agency cannot do anything about the mass 
stupidity displayed by the crowd, but it cer- 
tainly ought to find out who was responsible 
for letting the crowd get out of hand. 
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Don’t Cave In on Bohlen 


We hope Secretary of State Herter stands 
firm in his resolve to bring Charles E. Bohlen 
to the State Department as its chief adviser 
on Soviet affairs—and that he persuades 
President Eisenhower to stand with him. For 
it would be, as Senator Mansfield of Montana, 
assistant Democratic leader, says, a shame if 
Republican objections adversely influenced 
the Administration’s decision to put Ambassa- 
dor Bohlen’s diplomatic talents to best use. 


There is everything to commend the choice 
—everything, that is, except the support of 
some key Republican Senators. Majority Lead- 
er Dirksen of Illinois and Senator Bridges of 
New Hampshire both have registered their 
protests. So have Hickenlooper of Iowa and 
Young of North Dakota. But at least two Re- 
publicans who voted against the confirmation 
of Mr. Bohlen as Ambassador to Russia in 
March, 1953, now have changed their minds.

Buder Supports Agency 
Idea—R. D. Shewmaker

Adoption of the plan for a 
metropolitan district government 
would not bar eventual merger 
of St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, Eugene H. Buder declared 
last night.

“The best thing that could 
happen would be rejection of the 
district plan by the voters, clear- 
ing the way for appointment of 
a new Board of Freeholders to 
try for merger,” he added.

‘the Red Sox cleaned up the 
Yankees five straight times and 
battered 20 New York pitchers 
for a total of 50 runs. 


Spahn, following up Burdette’s 
4-2 Sunday triumph with a six- 
hit, 3-0 victory \Monday night, 
pitched the Braves to within a 
half-game of the Giants.

One for the Book 

The Baseball Writers’ As- 
sociation of America, seeking 
common sense _-— application, 
has recommended to the two 
major league presidents and 
playing-rules committee that 
all plays not affecting the out- 
come of a legal game be in- 
cluded in the official box 
scores, statistics and baseball 
records. 

A resolution was adopted by 
the BBWAA at its All-Star 
game meeting following con- 
flicting rules by which one 
scorer did not allow a hit to 
Detroit's FRANK BOLLING 
and another gave a hit to Bal- 
timore’s WILLIE TASBY un- 
der similar circumstances— — 
rain that washed out the first 
half of the sixth inning of 
games in which the visiting 
team trailed. 

In the interest of uniformity 
American League President 
JOE CRONIN ruled that since 
Bolling’s hit had been removed 
because the game reverted to 
five even innings, Tasby, too, 
should he penalized. 

The baseball writers feel 
differently. In urging that all 
plays not affecting a legal 
game be accepted, they em- 
phasized that the recommenda- 
tion would include “all plays 
in the first half of any inning 
at or past the legal minimum 
when the home team is ahead 
and would include all plays 
in the last half of any inning 
at or past the legal minimum.”

ing population in that state; and 
a reduction in the bag and pos- 
session limits on sora. 


Detailed regulations for the 
hunting of migratory waterfowl, 
coots, and Wilson’s snipe in the 
continental United States will be 
issued in August.

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ORDERS SCHOOL VOTE 
RECOUNT DELAYED 


By the Post-Dispatch Jefferson 
City Correspondent 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 14— 
The Missouri Supreme Court to-. 
day issues an order delaying a 
recount of some ballots cast in 
last April's 

election. 

The témporary order was is- 
sued at the request of attorneys 
for Mrs. Louis W. Buckowitz, 
whose election to the School 
Board is beoing contested by Dr. 
Robert Rainey. Dr. Rainey lost 
_the election by 28 votes. 


Circuit Judge 0. P. Owen at 
St. Louis announced he would or- 
der the recount today. Mrs. 
Buckowitz’s attorneys, however, 
filed an application for a writ of 
prohibition. 

The effect of the Supreme 
Court’s action is to delay the 
recount until the court disposes 
of the petition. No date for a 
hearing on the petition was set. 

In her application for the writ, 
Mrs. Buckowitz contended that 
Judge Owen had exceeded the 
bounds of his jurisdiction in up- 
holding Dr. Rainey’s motion. for 
a recount of ballots cast in 313 
precincts. 

She also contended that Dr, 
Rainey’s allegations were too 
broad, that there was no specific 
allegation of fraud and that no 
hames of ineligible voters were 
given in his petition. 

In the election last April 7, 
Mrs. Buckowitz received 34,852 
votes to 34,824 for Dr. Rainey. 
Mrs. Buckowitz finished fourth 
and Dr. Rainey fifth in the con- 
test for four seats on the board. 
Dr. Rainey alleged that many of 
the absentee ballots cast . for 
Mrs. Buckowitz were invalid.

The engineers began returning 
to work yesterday afternoon, 
after a United States district 
judge in Chicago issued an order 
restraining the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers from fur- 
ther picketing. 

Union and company officials 
said the strike, which started at 
midnight Saturday, was unau- 
thorized. 

Operations at the line’ s facili- 
ties in East St. and 
Mitehell, Ill., were resumed 
about 5 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, a spokesman for the rail- 
road said. 

About 100 C. & E. I. employes 
on the East Side were ‘affected 
by the walkout, the spokesman 
added. 

The line serves southern and 
eastern Illinois and -parts of In- 
diana and Missouri. It operates 
24 trains, including eight passen- 
ger trains. It has only freight 
service to East St. Louis. 

After issuing the restraining 
order against the efgineers’ un- 
ion, Judge Michael L. Igoe set a 
hearing for July 22 on the com- 
pany’s request for a permanent 
injunction. 

In addition to the injunction, 
the company also seeks $1,000,000 
in damages from the union. 

Spokesmen for the railroad 
said the strike came ‘‘as a com- 
plete surprise” and was appar- 
ently caused by “minor griev- 
ances.”

| Power of Hypnosis 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
‘| AM INTERESTED in hypnotism for medical help and 
would like your opinion.’’ —L. R. 


Here we go; and I’m walking a tight rope again. Hypno- 
tism has had a great deal of publicity in the last two or three 
years. There’s even an association which publishes its own 
magazine, and not:long ago I was browsing through a copy. 


: Frankly, I wag rather pleased to notice that some of the 


articles in the magazine went to some pains to discuss the 
limitations of this technique, 

Hypnotism is a psychological, or emotional; or psychiatric 
method of focussing someone’s thoughts on a given subject, 
or in a given way, and then (once the person is in the accept- 


ing mood) telling him he can, or should, do something. 


| One of the old standbys of the “hypnotism show” 


oe fs to tell a person on the stage to remain perfectly 
| | rigid, after which he is laid with his shoulders on one 


chair and his feet on another. He believes he can do 
it, so he does. Physically, the body is such that its 


. structure is perfectly able to do this if the muscles are 


held taut and rigid. But it is something we have no 


; ? occasion to do, as a rule, so we don’t realize that we 
: can do it. 


There are any number of things we CAN do but we don’t 
realize we can do. In wars (and in emergencies) we observe 
acts of great heroism. Under stress of fear, love, excitement 
or other emotional spur,, we do things we didn’t think we 
could. 

Most of 1 us, if we are very lucky, have known (or have 
known about) the inspirational teacher, preacher, doctor, ath- 
letic coach or other leader who can bring people to their best 
performances, lead them to “‘play over their heads,” or work 
more skillfully than they thought they could. Generally speak- 
ing, these “inspirational leaders” not only have the gift for 
leadership—whatever that is—but also are masters of the field 

in which they are doing the leading. 

I doubt if there is any very ge difference, basically, 

- between this gift of “leadership” and “hypnotism.” Indeed, I 
should say that hypnotism is an effort to understand the 
basis of such inspired leadership, and reduce it to a scientific 
matter. 


But it is still far beyond us. If it ever becomes 
“fully understood,” whatever we take that phrase to | 

- mean, I don’t think it will be in our time. The won- 
ders of the human mind and emotions, the strengths 
and weaknesses, are too subtle and too complex,

‘diics I consider first class in my City who uses hypnosis,”

he has received, but Stewart goes 
bravely on. He is not an archi- 
tect, but a civil engireer and 
former Congressman from Dela- 
ware. He seems to prefer the 
title, a wows § however. 

Stewart's the building’s 
troubles came weg light in late 
February when the lawmakers 
began moving to their new quart- 
ers in happy expectation of mod- 
ern comfort, convenience and 
efficiency. 

The first peculiarity un- 
earthed was a mound of dirt 
next to a huge hole across the 
street from the east wing of the 
Capitol Building. This was the 
terminus of the new $2,349,929, 
air-conditioned subway designed 
to whisk the Senators from their 
offices directly to the Capitol. 

But, the best laid plans of 
mice and men being what they 
are, the subway ran afoul of 
Government, committees. The 
Commission for the New Senate 
Office Building had completed its 
part of the subway, but the Com- 
mission for. the Extension of the 
United States Capitol had for- 
gotten to allocate funds for its 
part. Hence, the hole. 

The situation has been reme- 
died by an appropriation of $,- 
000,000 to bring the subway 
across the street. 

It was left to the interior of 
the, building to provide a 
Chaplinesque sequence of events, 
howev: 


er. 

‘The hands of the clocks were 
made of heavy bronze, causing 
the machinery to wheeze asth- 
matically for the latter, or up- 
hill, half of every hour. This 
difficulty corrected by In- 
ternational © Machines 
at no cost to the Government, 


The mail chutes stuck when 
the building was first opened, 
but this was quickly fixed. 
The gremlins struck again, 
however, when the mail chutes 
began to have too much suc- 
tion. The chute would snatch 
the letter from the sender’s 
hand -and jet-propel it to a 
waiting conveyor belt in the 
sub-basement, The letter would 
then be (1) crushed, or (2) 
thrown — almost anywhere. 
The belt is now shut down 
and boxes placed under the 
chutes to catch the mail, 
There is nothing particularly 
modern about boxes to catch 


- mail; they do work, though. 


New-fangled microphone-speak- 
er systems for the cofnmittee 
rooms had feedback difficulty, 
resulting in raucous squawking, 
howling and bleeping. This hap- 
pened, according to Eggers & 
Higgins, the New York architec- 
tural firm, because the Senators 
forgot to flip a switch when they 
were through talking. It may 
have been overly optimistic of 
them to expect a Senator to cut 
himself off, but be that as it 
may, plans are now under way 
to install old- type microphones 
and overhead speaker systems. 
This necessitates chopping holes 
in the tile ceilings and. the cost 
figures to ryn about $15,000. 
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The floors in the building are 
of tile—a very special rubber 
tile of cream-gray color which 
was selected by a decorator for 
its decorum. It cost $100,000 and 
took 30, months to install. It is 
also the pride of the Robbins 
Rubber Tile Co. of Tuscumbia, 
Alabama. 

Having given his approval to 


the tile, Architect Stewart decid- ¥# 


ed, after it was in place, that 
the floors resounded and were 
slippery and unsafe. . (Two girl 
office workers are known to have 
slipped on. the luxurious sur- 
face.) To remedy this, he ad- 
vocated carpeting the floors at 
an additional cost of $150,000. 
Stewart was not alone in his 
fight for carpet. Senator Hugh 
Scott (Rep.), Pennsylvania, came 
out, not only for carpet in the 
new building, but for a study of 
the use of carpets in all public 
buildings. ‘‘Such a study,” said 
Senator Scott, “I am ‘certain, 


will result in a sharp increase ~ 


in Government carpet-buying.” 

There were a militant few op- 
posed to carpet-buying. Small in 
number, they have made their 
voices heard. Senator Paul H. 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, volun- 
teered to buy rubber heels for 
all girl office workers in the new 
building. Even more effective, 
said Senator William Proxmire 
(Dem.), Wisconsin, is non - skid 
floor wax. These two Senators 
put on a floor- waxing demon- 
stration before the TV cameras 
in Proxmirt’s office. The wax 
reportedly worked, but the pro- 
test was to no avail. 

Plans. went ahead to lay the 
rugs and it was found that the 
doors were not built to open and 


close over the double layer of+ 


tile and carpet., To Stewart, this 
necessitated taking down the 
heavy walnut doors and chop- 
ping an inch or so from the bot- 
tom of each. Some of the doors 
happen to be metal and they 
will haye to be shipped to the 
factory for. machine- grinding. 
The number of doors to be 
chopped comes to about 600 and 
costs figure to be enormous. 

Senator Proxmire’s office will 
be spared because the interpid 
Wisconsin lawmaker has ada- 
mantly ordered his outer office 
to be left just as it is—resound- 
ing, but tiled. Senator Douglas 
maintains his office in the old 
Senate building and does not 
face such problems. 

Architect Stewart has a $750,- 
000 “contingency” fund for just 
such emergencies, and he plans 
to use every penny of it, it 
would seem. Senator Allen J. El- 
lender (Dem.), Louisiana, said:

Lest the impression be given 
that Stewart is responsible for 
all. the -hoop-de-do, a word 
should be said in passing about 
the bronze plaques ‘immortaliz- 
ing the Senators on the Building 
Commiission. At first the specifi- 
cations «called. for: one plaque, 
consisting of bronze letters: im- 
bedded in white marble. The 
Senators feared, however; that 
tourists might pry the names 
loose as “‘souvenirs.”” There was 
no explanation for this mistrust 
of the taxpayer, but the new 
plan put the Senators’ names in 
a solid bronze plaque, which a 
thousand tourists, with ctow- 
bars, could not pry loose. 


The problem then arose as to 
where to place this plaque. It was 
reasoned that if the plaque were 
placed at the north end of the 
building, those ’ tourists who 
walked to the south end’ might 
never see this proud memento. to 
public service.

‘I hate to intrude here but Kamen, who is a very fine 
comedian, is weak in the head-on philosophy. Most great 
satiric humorists—Mark Twain, Gilbert and Sullivan, George 
Kaufman, Evelyn Wauga—have simply called attention to 
pomposities or foolishnesses of some phase of life. You don’t 
have to suggest a remedy. The average guy never notices life 
at all. If the comic or the humorist can simply get the average 
man to pay attention for a moment, to simply look at some 
slice of life and say to himself, ‘“You know, that’s ridiculous,” 
then the humorist has done all that can be reasonably ex- 
pected of him—and that’s quite a lot, too. The things-can-be- 
better department belongs to the editorial writers, who are, 
in the main, a dull lot. 

Let’s press forward, men. 

“I don’t want to be a freak!” said Kamen. “T’ve loved 
Henny Youngman, Berle, Hope, I don’t want to be a fad! You 
have to link yourself up to a tradition. Why did I bécome a 
comedian—to reject comedy? It’s @ trade, a whole line’ and 
it’s all right. Who'in his right mind would deny that Red 
Skelton is the greatest clown we have or that Berle is great; 
It’s like young composers who write modern music. They 
don’t turn their backs on what came before them; they go 
down on their knees to Bach. 

‘A little kid came into the club the other night from Time 
Magazine. The smartéaleck, all of 22 years old, was doing a 
piece on the new sick comedians. I told him to get the hell 
out.” 


A-a-a-h me! That’s the ne wcomedian for you. 
They tell Time to go to hell. The old well comedians 
would never have dared. The new comedian may not 
have a solution to politics but he mentions it which 
the others didn’t do, not so much because they were 
afraid of it but because they weren’t aware of it. 


Kamen, an undisciplined comic who ranges from. magnifi- 
cent to somewhat less than that, does a bit, for instance, about 
Rockefeller. The old-style comedian would have hesitated not 
so much for fear of offending the Rockefellers, because there 
are not so many of them, as of offending Republicans. Of 
course, there are not so many of them anymore either, but 


too many to afford to offend.

M intmum Wage Action 


. NEW YORK, July 14. 

I WAS GLAD TO READ in the newspapers over the week- 
end that the Senate Labor subcommittee approved an increase 
to $1.25 an hour as the minimum wage for millions of 
workers, and, by a voice vote, also approved the Kennedy 
bill, which would put additional millions of employes under 
both the minimum wage and maximum hour provisions of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act. 


The minimum $1.25 an hour would come in two stages 
for the 24,000,000 now covered by the law. Approximately 90 
days after enactment of the bill the wage rate would go to 
$1.15 an hour, and a year later the minimum of $1.25 would 
be reached. For the 10,000,000 workers added to the coverage 
by the law there would be a $1 wage floor. 


Naturally the great number of people who would 
be affected by this new legislation are vitally interested 
in its progress. But a problem probably more impor- 
tant than any other at present is to make sure that 
employment in all industries is going forward at a 
steady rate. We read of very favorable reports, but 
every now and then we are told of pockets of unem- 
ployment here and there, and it must be that some 
people are really badly off. Full employment, of 
course, is one of the aims of all labor. people. 


I was very much interested in talking with one of the 
young Englishmen who has been traveling around our country 
for the past two months under the auspices of the State 
Department. He has been much impressed by our union 
leaders and the work that is being done by unions throughout 


the country.

Fly Rod as a Tranquilizer 


By Leonard Hall 


SCIENTISTS MAY TALK about 
tranquilizers and “happy drugs” 
that lull the fears and anxieties 
of the human race and produce 
a state of euphoria to keep us 
floating in the clouds. For our 
part, we'd like to know whether 
any bright young medical student 
has ever seriously surveyed the 
therapeutic value of the fly rod. 
If such a survey were made, we 
feel certain this instrument 
would be widely prescribed as a 
cure for ulcers and other ills of 
our frenzied age. 

There would have to be, of 
course, a philosophy developed 
at the same time to go along 
with the fly rod and make the 
treatment complete. This phil- 
osophy has never been better de- 
scribed than by old Isaac Walton 
who fished the little streams of 
the English countryside so long 
ago. According to its precepts, 
angling is an grt in which the 
catching of fish is only one of 
the elements that contribute to 
success. One must pay heed to 
his accoutrements, since their 
proper selection and care—not to 
mention pride of ownership—are 
part of the game. Rods, reels, 
lines and lures—these have about 
them for the devoted angler the 
same appeal that new hats have 
for many members of the fair 
sex. ; 


Many a fisherman will argue 
this next point. .Yet it seems 
to me that the chief importance 
in actually catching fish lies in 
the proof of knowledge of our 
quarry and skill in pursuing it. 


Fresh water game fish are fine » 


eating—and in this list I'd in- 
clude both largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, walleye or 
jack salmon as ke is called in 
the Ozarks, goggle-eye, black 
perch, sunfish of several kinds, 
white bass, crappie and sev- 
eral members of the catfish 
family. .Most of these can be 
taken on the fly rod, spinning 
rod and bait-casting rod and 
with a great variety of lures, 
both natural and artificial. And 
yet it is possible under some 
circumstances to spend many 
hours fishing with the most 
mediocre success and come 
home feeling that you’ve had 
a rewarding afternoon. 


Most of our small expeditions 
down Saline creek this summer 
would have to be racked up in 
the ‘unsuccessful’ category, as 
far as pounds or size of fish are 
concerned, Nor is the matter 
one of declining skill, for we take 
and release many small fish. But 
as far as we can tell, the number 
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of fish of any size in the stream 
is exceedingly small; and this is 
especially true of our bass, which 
Saline has produced in fair quan- 
tity in other years. 

It isn’t easy to explain this, 
for stream conditions are at least 
as good as in most past years. 
We haven’t had a real fire on 
the watershed for several sea- 
sons and there is no doubt that 
the run-off of surface water after 
rains has been slowed down. 
This has also been helped by bet- 
ter farming practices on most of 
the land along the creek. 

As far as we can analyze the 
situation, the difficulty dates back 
to our five years of drouth when 
Saline creek dried up in summer, 
except for the deepest pools. 
During these years the hatch was 
almost totally lost and probably 
the hatching stock was gradually 
caught out. When this happens, 
the fish population recovers slow- 
ly, even when stream conditions 
are fairly good. Mortality is al- 
ways high among fry and finger- 
lings and unless there is an ade- 
quate supply of adults of breed- 


. ing size, the hatch just isn’t big 


| that the stream has stabilized 
© considerably as against past 
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enough to cause a real popula- 
tion comeback. 

We've tried to study conditions 
along Saline creek as we've 
waded it on summer evenings 
with the fly rod. It seems to us 


years. 
If Saline creek lacks any- 
thing in the way of fish habitat, 


it might possibly be in the 
number and variety of acquatic 


plants, these being somewhat | 


inhibited by the fairly frequent 
rises caused by spring and 
summer rains. Yet even here, 
as far as the eye of the ama- 
teur can read the story, condi- 
tions cannot be too bad. There 
are many pools and run- 
arounds caused by the roots 
of fallen trees, as well as deep 
runs along the limestone bluffs, 
where plant forms make them- 
selves at home. Thus it would 
seem that, with no more than 
normal fishing pressure, our 
creek should make some recov- 
ery in fish population with each 


succeeding season. 


One of the reasons small 
stream fishing is such fun is that 
we can study these things as we 
wade along, casting our lure into 
each pool and likely pocket. We 
can go as slowly as we wish— 
and this provides opportunity to 
observe and weigh. When small, 
brightly colored pumpkinseeds 
charge out and attack our lure 
fiercely, we can release and re- 
turn them to the water. But if 
the striking quarry happens to 

e a smallmouth or a black 
perch of good size, he is quickly 
dispatched, cleaned and scaled, 
and slipped into the creel atop a 
bed of watercress.

THE FOURTEENTH of July 
is an important holiday in 
France. The people celebrate 
what is known as Bastille Day. 

The Bastille was built in Paris 
It was 
used as a fort for a long time. 
Then for 200 years it served as 


a prison. . 


There were eight tall towers, . 


and around them was a moat. 
The moat was wide and the 
walls were thick. People who 
were kept inside had little 


hope of: escape. 


Dungeons. existed inside the 
Bastille, and some rooms were 
used for torture. Many a con- 
fession (true or false) was 
Wrung from prisoners. A per- 
son might be kept there year 
after year, even though he re- 
fused to confess any wrong. 

This prison was hardly worse 


~ than many others in Europe, 


but it came to have a bad 
name, The King and his high 
officers ordered some men to 
be placed in the dungeons with- 
out trial.
